Concordia University’s Fine Arts Student 
Alliance is proud to announce a new series of 
free concerts, exhibitions, screenings and 
performances. In celebration of the 25th 
Anniversary of the Faculty of Fine Arts, ART 
MATTERS will feature original works and 
productions from Concordia’s most innovative 
artists. Over the course of two weeks, music, 
cinema, studio arts, theatre, dance, 
photography and design will come together in a 
forum designed for those who share the skills, 
but not the resources. 


For the 14-day event, all are welcome to 
experience new, creative works by artists of the 
future. As part of the ongoing support between 
faculty and organizers, students who have 
developed projects for Art Matters will have the 
Opportunity to submit their work for course 
credit. From March 5 to the 18, the festival will 
showcase the works of over 80 student projects, 
along with workshops facilitated by Fine Arts 
Faculty and special guests. Submissions 
represent an eclectic mix of media, and ART 
Matters has encouraged department to 
collaborate on projects such as musical theatre, 
multimedia installations or film soundtracks. 
After months of preparation, ART MATTERS will 


be a Festival that has something to offer 
everyone. 


Art Matters will take place at both the 
downtown and Loyola campuses, as well as 
several off-campus venues that will showcase 
student art and performances. 


With close to 400 students Participating in this 
inaugural showcase and with an expected 
attendance of over 2000, ART MATTERS is sure 
to become the University’s first ever annual Fine 
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Arts Festival.

William K. Everson memorial 
screenings: the American Film Noir 


To begin what we hope will become an annual 
event, we will be screening 146mm prints from 
the William K. Everson collection, jointly 
housed at New York University and George 
Eastman House. 


Bill Everson was friend and mentor to a number 
of us who were graduate students at NYU and 
was granted an Honorary Doctorate by 
Concordia University in 1993. At that time (as 
he had done a couple of years earlier) he 
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brought a number of film prints from his own 
collection to Concordia and delighted many of 
us with exciting screenings of many rare films. 
Unfortunately he died in 1996 after a long 
ilIness. At that time we made an informal 
agreement with the NYU Cinema Studies 
Department to mount occasional Everson 
screenings. 


This year we will be showcasing Film Noir. | 
clearly remember, while working as Bill's 
projectionist for his History of American Film 
course, that he was due to show two films to 
represent Film noir, which I’d never even heard 
of, never mind seen: Criss Cross and Raw Deal. It 
goes without saying that these titles have since 
become established in the Noir canon (and that 
they will be shown during the series).
